RECC 
investigates 
power outage 

Nine hundred seventy- 
four consumers of Hickman- 
Fulton Counties RECC 
experienced an outage on 
Friday, November 2, 2012 
at 4:11 p.m. The outage 
occurred when a primary line 
burned. The line was located 
on Spicer Road in Hickman 
County. The outage affected 
754 meters for 41 minutes 
and the remaining 220 meters 
were without power for 1 
hour and 49 minutes. 

Hickman-Fulton Counties 
Rural Electric Cooperating 
Corporation (HFRECC) is 
evaluating the cause of this 
outage, and plans to take 
corrective actions if system 
equipment failure appears to 
be the culprit. 

HFRECC President, 
Greg Grissom, states, “We 
are very serious about 
preventing outages, our staff 
and consultants are in the 
beginning stages of a five- 
year system improvement 
work plan to help protect 
large system outages moving 
forward. Simply put, we 
want to be proactive, not 
reactive in these instances.”

Columbus residents irate 
over water rate increase

A potential $15 increase in 
water rates to all 103 residents 
of Columbus drew a small 
crowd to Monday night’s 
council meeting. Many were 
demanding an explanation on 
why the increase needed to 
go from $20 to $35 in one big 
jump. 

Years of not raising the 
rates, previous accounts 
written off and a decrease in 
residents are all contributing 
factors to the need to bump the 
rate up to almost double what 
is currently being charged 
to customers. “Everything 
is going up,” stated council 
members Melissa Griffith 
and Destiny Holder. 


Each month the city 
does not have an adequate 
amount of revenue to pay 
its expenses. The increase 
will generate approximately 
$1,545 in additional income 
for the city. 

Some felt that the recent 
purchase of a “Welcome 
to Columbus” sign should 
not have been made. They 
would like to see those funds 
utilized elsewhere if the city 
needs to increase their water 
rates to pay their bills. 

One of the guests made a 
suggestion to put a cap on 
the raising of the rates so the 
council couldn’t keep raising 
the rate every year. Currently 
the ordinance reads as 
follows: “The foregoing rates 
and charges shall be revised 
from time to time as may be 
necessary in order that the 


city may comply with the 
covenants and undertakings 
securing the city which may 
be outstanding from time 
to time and which by their 
terms are payable from the 
revenues of the Municipal 
water works system.” 

Some of those in attendance 
also expressed their 
displeasure that city work is 
not being performed at City 
Hall. They feel it would be 
in the city’s best interest to 
have all business transacted 
at City Hall and not City 
Clerk Dori Todd’s residence. 
Todd explained that there 
is no heat in the office and 
that is why she works from 
home. It was also noted that 
the Internet for the city is run 
to her residence.

As a result of Hurricane 
Sandy’s devastation in the 
northeast, the courthouse 
lighting project will not be 
completed before Dec. 1 
as previously anticipated. 
During Monday night’s 
Hickman County Fiscal 
Court meeting, County 
Judge/Executive Greg Pruitt 
announced that the light 
posts to be received from 
Kentucky Utilities are on 
backorder. 

“I called the gentleman 
that has been working on this 
with us,” Judge Pruitt said, 
“and he was in Pennsylvania 


helping to restore electrical 
connection.” In a previous 
meeting, the Hickman 
County Fiscal Court 

approved the digging of 
trenches and the laying of 
conduit wire for light posts 
on each of the four comers 
of the courthouse lawn. KU 
is to provide the light posts 
at no charge to Hickman 
County, and the City of 
Clinton will pay the electric 
bill for the lights once they 
are operating. 

Judge Pruitt told the 
magistrates that the sign 
previously approved to go 
in front of the courthouse is 
now being constructed and 
is scheduled to be in place 
before Dec. 1. 

During the meeting, 
Judge Pruitt presented the 
magistrates with a letter 
from the Clinton-Hickman 
County Parade of Lights

Clinton City Council gives $ 1,300 to keep 
struggling ambulance service afloat

Betty Morrow slipped 
easily into her late husband 
Jeff’s seat at the city council 
table on Monday, and when 
Mayor Tommy Kimbro 
asked for a motion to adjourn 
the meeting, Betty’s voice 
was heard first - maintaining 
the Morrow tradition which 
began with Jeff in January 
1999. 

The first order of new 
business was presentation 
of Resolution 11-01-12, 
expre s sing appreciation 
for Jeff Morrow’s service 
to the city until his death 
last month, which received 
the council’s unanimous 


approval. A framed copy 
of the resolution is being 
prepared for the Morrow 
family. 

Next was the mayor’s 
recommendation to have B etty 
fill the unexpired term of her 
husband, through December 
2012. Voting unanimously to 
approve a motion upon this 
recommendation, the council 
seated Betty as an active 
member after administration 
of the oath of office by the 
mayor. 

Betty Morrow has filed 
as a write-in candidate for 
a seat on the council in the 
November 6th election. The 
five current members are 
also on that ballot for two- 


year terms. 

The bulk of the evening’s 
discussion centered on 
funding for the Clinton- 
Hickman County Ambulance 
and the need for the service 
to be self-sufficient, as 
ambulance board spokesman 
Gary Jones stated. 

Jones, accompanied by 
board members Bill Little 
and Robert Tarver and service 
director Paula Boaz, asked 
that the city pledge $2,600 
per month to the service until 
the population of Arbor Place 
increases to 75-80% of the 
100-bed capacity. Currently, 
there are seven residents at 
Arbor Place. 

The council had asked 


for documentation from the 
ambulance board showing 
their 2010-2012 budgets and 
sources sought for alternative 
funding after the first of July 
this year. City administrator 
Allen Poole said the materials 
were received by the city 
last Thursday, but there was 
insufficient time to prepare it 
for the council meeting. 

“We don’t really have a 
budget,” Jones said, “because 
we don’t have regular 
income outside of Medicare, 
Medicaid, subscriptions and 
donations. We continue to 
need the city’s help.” Jones 
did not offer any verbal 
information about alternative 
funding efforts. 


If it hadn’t been for the 
funding (received since 
November 2011) from the 
city and county,” he said, “we 
would have been $46,300 
in the hole last Friday.” 
During this year, the city has 
contributed $13,000 toward 
operation of the ambulance 
service. 

Several council members 
have expressed concern 
about these funding requests 
to the city, including voicing 
their hesitance to continue 
such monthly action. These 
concerns, in part, prompted 
the request for the service’s 
budgets and funding 
documentation.

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The Hickman County 
Falcons are soaring high 
after the release of the 
new Unbridled Learning 
Accountability Model 
places the high school in the 
94th percentile in the state 
earning a Distinguished 
classification and labeling the 
school as a “high performing 
school.” Added to that is the 
notification that the school 
placed second in the state 
in the College and Career 
Readiness and fourth in the 
state in attendance. Larry 
Farlee, High County High 
School principal, is proud of 
his staff and students. “We 


work at it every day. It takes 
all of us to make it happen.” 

The district ranked in the 
79th percentile, which put it in 
the Proficient classification. 
The middle school ranked in 
the 61st percentile while the 
elementary school ranked 
in the 49th percentile. This 
is the first release of data 
from the new accountability 
model developed after the 
passage of Senate Bill 1 and 
implementedinthe2011-2012 
school year. Instead of a one¬ 
time achievement test like 
the former Commonwealth 
Accountability Testing 
System (CATS) that was 


given toward the end of 
the year where students 
scored novice, apprentice, 
proficient, or distinguished 
(NAPD), students and 
schools are now evaluated 
on a weighted point system 
in five primary areas. These 
areas will include student 
achievement and NAPD 
categories, but add gaps 
in academic performance 
among different groups of 
students; annual growth for 
every student; college and 
career readiness; and high 
school graduation rate. 

The state has developed a 
system where each school 


receives points and an overall 
score on a scale of 1 to 100. 
These scores are then ranked 
ordered by district and by 
elementary, middle, and high 
school levels. Percentiles are 
then established so that each 
school and district receives 
a percentile score. Districts 
and schools with an overall 
score in the top 10% (or 
90th percentile or above) 
will be labeled Proficient 
and all others that score in 
the 69th percentile or below 
will be labeled in the Needs 
Improvement category. All 
schools will be given an 
annual measurable objective 


(AMO) that will get them to 
proficiency within five years. 

Comparing the CATS 
scores to the Unbridled 
Learning scores “would 
be like comparing apples 
to oranges” according 
to District Assessment 
Coordinator Dianne Owen. 
The new testing system has 
more detailed reports and is a 
more rigorous testing system 
including the new Kentucky 
Performance Rating for 
Educational Progress (K- 
Prep) achievement tests; End 
of Course tests in Algebra II,

Judge Langford participates 
in 2012 Circuit Judges College 



FRANKFORT, Ky. — Circuit Court judges 
from across Kentucky participated in the 
2012 Kentucky Circuit Judges College that 
took place Oct. 29-31 in Lexington. The 
Administrative Office of the Courts provided 
the judicial education program for the state’s 
Circuit Court judges. The event included 
19.25 hours of continuing education credit 
for the judges. 

The judges, including Circuit Court Judge 
Timothy A. Langford (serves 
Ballard, Carlisle, Fulton and 
Hickman counties), received 
updates on case law and 
legislation and attended sessions 
on the Open Records Act, child 
support and domestic violence 
and met with legislators and other 
officials to discuss legislation on 
child fatalities and near fatalities. 

The judges also heard from 
Chief Justice of Kentucky John 
D. Minton Jr. about the work of 
the Kentucky Access to Justice 
Commission, which was formed 
to identify the most pressing 
legal needs of those unable to 
afford lawyers and create a statewide plan to 
address those needs. 

“There is a great need for legal aid to help 
low-income citizens who have nowhere else 
to turn for assistance with evictions, child 
custody issues, consumer fraud, government 
benefits for the elderly and other important 
legal matters,” said Circuit Court Judge 
Paul F. Isaacs, who serves Bourbon, Scott 
and Woodford counties and is president of 
the Kentucky Association of 
Circuit Judges. “Chief Justice 
Minton encouraged the circuit 
judges to support Kentucky’s 
civil legal aid efforts by letting 
people know how to find legal 
assistance and improving 
court processes for those with 
limited access to attorneys.” 

Circuit judges also had 
the opportunity to attend 
courses about evidence, 
youthful offender procedures, 
the Kentucky State Police 
Forensic Laboratory System, 
writs and appeals from 
District Court, Westlaw, 
the State Law Library and 
House Bill 463. HB 463 
took effect in June 2011 and 
is the most comprehensive 
overhaul of Kentucky’s 
penal code in more than 30 
years. All three branches of 
government supported the 


legislation, which is designed to curb the cost 
of incarceration without compromising public 
safety. 

Circuit Court is the court of general 
jurisdiction that hears civil matters involving 
more than $5,000, capital offenses and 
felonies, divorces, adoptions, termination of 
parental rights, land dispute title cases and 
contested probate cases. 

The college also offered sessions 
specifically for Family Court 
judges that covered child abuse, 
parental rights, maintenance 
(spousal support) and electronic 
recordings of Family Court 
proceedings. There was also a 
session for the judges to discuss 
trends and issues in family law 
cases. Family Court is a division 
of Circuit Court and has primary 
jurisdiction in cases involving 
family issues, including divorces, 
adoption, child support, domestic 
violence and juvenile status 
offenses. 

Administrative Office of the 
Courts 

The AOC is the operations arm for the 
state court system and supports the activities 
of nearly 3,300 court system employees and 
403 elected justices, judges and circuit court 
clerks. The AOC Division of Judicial Branch 
Education provides continuing education for 
the elected officials. As the fiscal agent for the 
state court system, the AOC also executes the 
Judicial Branch budget.

Somewhere there are the Smoky Mountains off in the 
distance, but all I can see are the bumper car venues surrounded by 
beef jerky-fudge dealers and boot warehouses hawking half price 
deals. One of the stores sells that crap you see on infomercials, with 
that familiar “TV” logo in red. It seems that sort of stuff is always 
taken with a bit of skepticism. Will it work? Will it last? Is it the 
same as we saw on TV? I could say the same about the deer hunting 
shows one watches all year prior to hunting season. 

Around our house growing up, it was like watching football. 
Camo was worn to the living room. Deer racks lined the walls. 
Hunting show was on. And like a football game that has the familiar 
kickoff, drive, score, and then repeat the cycle, so was the hunting 
show. Always the same exact formula. Starts with the host standing

in a field explaining that he is about to hunt in the woods. He WILL 
have a deer by day’s end, just saying. I’ve never seen a show where 
they didn’t get a deer. Then there are commercials. Five minutes 
of them. Watch hunting shows long enough, and you’ll notice that 
it’s usually 10 minutes of actual “show” mixed with 20 minutes of 
commercials for fudge dealers and boot warehouses. Then the host 
comes on, this time up in the tree stand whispering into the camera. 
“Look.. .there he is!” Camera shot of the buck. Always a buck. Do 
female deer exist on television? Another breathless whisper by the 
host. “I’m gonna wait till he gets closer!” As if the deer is told 
where to go, it always lines up for a perfect broadside shot 20 yards 
from a host who is talking way too much for a deer that big. Big 
deer are supposed to be smart deer. Then the camera shows the 
buck and depending on the network, will either fade to black, freeze 
the shot, or show the deer actually harvested. Commercial. More 
I fudge. Then back to a host beside an amazingly 
cleaned up trophy talking about the whole 
perfect circumstance leading to the moment. 
We viewers smile, go out and buy more hunting 
stuff, and head off to a woods full of female 
deer that are 200 yards from the tree stand. Not 
like TV. 

I’ve had deer actually cock their head 
sideways and look at me up in the stand after 
I’d missed them. As if to say “You want another 
chance?” Really? I’ve had them snort and 
Cory Ramsey stomp and hiss at my lack of luck many a 
morning. I’ve had a group of does line up 
perfectly when I was looking for a buck. And had a buck perfect 
when I’d already taken a spike for the season. Perhaps that’s what 
still brings the hunter to the woods every year, and what makes a 
kill so awesome. These things really are hard to hunt! Several years 
in the woods, and 1996 was the only time I was ever able to have 
a moment worthy of being on camera. Well, sort of. No luck in the 
stand that day, and I was angry because that meant I’d have to come 
back that afternoon and miss NASCAR. Honest, Terry Labonte was 
trying to win a championship, and I didn’t want to stare at another 
barren woods for three hours in the November chill. So dejected, 
Dad and I walked out of the woods and through a field when an 
eight point buck jumped out and stood TV perfect in front of us 
some 30 yards away. I whistled (not whispered) at the deer and he 
looked at me long enough for me to get a shot off. Downed like you 
see on the hunting show right before a commercial break. Still my 
biggest deer in all my years trying. And the only time it happened 
“As Seen On TV.” We fade to black. Roll credits.

Quilts of yesteryear 


Hundreds of thousand of 
quilts were made during the 
first two centuries by pioneer 
women. Women have used 
quilts for many purposes such 
as the need of warm covering, 
to decorate their homes, to 
express political views or to 
remember a loved one. 

The women of yesteryear 
had a very hard life, usually 
having to sew for 
large families, 
before they 
could bring out 
their quilting. 

When a quilt 
top was ready to 
be quilted, the 
women of the 
neighborhood 
would get 
together for a “quilting bee.” 

A friendship quilt is just one 
of the many types of quilts 
that have been made during 
the past. It was usually made 
of several blocks from the 
same pattern. These blocks 
could be quickly made 
from fabric scraps and then 
embroidered with names, 
dates, etc. 

Before the Civil War many 
friendship or signature quilts 
contained not only the name 
of the block maker’s name but 
also poetry and Bible verses, 
dates or small drawings. 
After the war most quilts only 
contained the block maker’s 
name and possible a date or 
their hometown. 

A friendship quilt came 
up for action while Billy 
and I were at a sale several 
weeks ago. As the ring men 
were showing the quilt they 
said the quilt from Mayfield. 
I began reading some of the 
names and I told Billy that 
the quilt was from Hickman 
County and the names were 
from around the Mt. Pleasant 
- Pleasant Valley area. As this 
has been our neighborhood 
for many years we brought 
the quilt. 

The pattern of the quilt is 
Sun Bonnet Sue and it was 
made for Beatrice “Tincy” 
McNeely Scott in 1932, 
Blocks with her mother, 


Vera McNeely, her sisters, 
Guycelle McNeely and Ann 
Jackson and her grandmother, 
Elizabeth Jones, have their 
names embroidered on them. 

Another family that made 
blocks for the quilt was the 
Scott family from the Mt. 
Pleasant community. Those 
with names on blocks are 
Carrie Scott with daughters 
Estelle, Elnor and 
Bettye Wilson. 
This was the 
mother and 
sisters of Tiney’s 
husband, Jewell 
Scott. 

Some of the 
names on the 
quilt are distant 
relatives such 
as aunts and cousins. Those 
names are Margy and Nellie 
McNeely, Edith, Geneva, 
Dean and Mable Boyd and 
Gussie B. Dowdy with her 
sisters-in-law Segle Dowdy 
and Della Morefield. 

Those were two names 
that could not be placed in 
the families represented on 
this quilt. They were Justine 
Harvey and Ruby Riley. I 
asked my neighbor, Mrs. 
Wanda McNeely Jackson, 
since this was her first 
husband’s family, to help me 
place the names in families 
and she could remember 
all of them except the two 
named above. 

For some people the beauty 
of a quilt might be the pattern 
used, the colors that have been 
included or the fine quilting 
done by hand or machine. 
But for me the quilt that was 
made by family, friends and 
neighbors, no matter the 
pattern, color or quilting, 
would be appreciated so 
much more. 

The quilt has been given 
to the Hickman County 
Historical Society and can 
be seen when the society is 
open. If you are interested 
in seeing the quilt or doing 
research or just visiting, come 
by Wednesday or Saturday 
afternoon from 1 - 4 p.m.

English II, Biology and 
History; EXPLORE, PLAN, 
ACT, COMPASS, ASVAB and 
KOSSHA tests. “The bar has 
been raised. The standards are 
higher, but our students and 
faculty are rising to the challenge. 
There will be a learning curve 
as everyone adjusts to the new 
system, but it does give us a 
more comprehensive view of 
how well our schools are doing 
in all areas,” stated Owen. 

In thenewK-Prep achievement 
tests, Hickman County middle 
school students scored higher 
than the state average in every 
test they took. The scores are as 
follows i.e. district score (state 
score): reading 63.1 (59.0); 
math 63.9 (59.7); science 86.5 
(79.0); social studies 83.1 
(78.2); writing 64.2 (63.6); and 
language mechanics 57.4 (52.1). 
High school students scored 
higher in writing 87.8 (64.3) 
and language mechanics 100 

(67.4) and also did well on the 
new End of Course tests scoring 
higher percentages of Proficient 
and Distinguished than the state 
average in English II 55.6 (52.2) 
and Algebra II 58.6 (40.0) but 
scoring under in History 36.8 

(39.5) and Biology 11.3 (30.3). 

Elementary schools receive 

scores from three of the five 
primary areas and so more 
weight is placed on achievement, 
gap and growth scores. Hickman 
County Elementary students 
scored slightly behind the state 
averages placing them in the 
Needs Improvement category. 
“The scores show that there 
is a need to focus on reading, 
writing, and math and we are 
doing that this year with a 
new math readiness program, 
reading and math intervention 
teachers, a reading and math 
coach and the development 
of a revised writing plan that 
correlates to the new program 
review writing standards,” 
shared elementary principal, 
Jan Johnson. “We expect to see 
the scores go up this year as our 
teachers and students adjust to 
the new testing system.” Scores 
for the elementary as compared 
to the state average are: reading 

50.3 (60.9); math 44.4 (59.6); 

science 83.4 (92.4); social 

studies 82.1 (77.0); writing 47.7 

(56.5) ; and language mechanics 

58.4 (64.5). 

Hickman County High 
School: A distinguished, high 
performing school ranking 
second in state in college and 
career readiness school district 
scores proficient 

The Hickman County Falcons 
are soaring high after the release 
of the new Unbridled Learning 
Accountability Model places 
the high school in the 94th 
percentile in the state earning 
a Distinguished classification 
and labeling the school as a 
“high performing school.” 
Added to that is the notification 
that the school placed second 
in the state in the College and 
Career Readiness and fourth in 


the state in attendance. Larry 
Farlee, High County High 
School principal, is proud of his 
staff and students. “We work at 
it every day. It takes all of us to 
make it happen.” 

The district ranked in the 
79th percentile, which put it 
in the Proficient classification. 
The middle school ranked in 
the 61st percentile while the 
elementary school ranked in 
the 49th percentile. This is 
the first release of data from 
the new accountability model 
developed after the passage of 
Senate Bill 1 and implemented 
in the 2011-2012 school 
year. Instead of a one-time 
achievement test like the former 
Commonwealth Accountability 
Testing System (CATS) that 
was given toward the end of 
the year where students scored 
novice, apprentice, proficient, 
or distinguished (NAPD), 
students and schools are now 
evaluated on a weighted point 
system in five primary areas. 
These areas will include 
student achievement and NAPD 
categories, but add gaps in 
academic performance among 
different groups of students; 
annual growth for every student; 
college and career readiness; and 
high school graduation rate. 

The state has developed 
a system where each school 
receives points and an overall 
score on a scale of 1 to 100. These 
scores are then ranked ordered 
by district and by elementary, 
middle, and high school levels. 
Percentiles are then established 
so that each school and district 
receives a percentile score. 
Districts and schools with an 
overall score in the top 10% (or 
90th percentile or above) will be 
labeled Proficient and all others 
that score in the 69th percentile 
or below will be labeled in the 
Needs Improvement category. 
All schools will be given an 
annual measurable objective 
(AMO) that will get them to 
proficiency within five years. 

Comparing the CATS scores 
to the Unbridled Learning 
scores “would be like comparing 
apples to oranges” according to 
District Assessment Coordinator 
Dianne Owen. The new testing 
system has more detailed 
reports and is a more rigorous 
testing system including the 
new Kentucky Performance 
Rating for Educational Progress 
(K-Prep) achievement tests; 
End of Course tests in Algebra 
II, English II, Biology and 
History; EXPLORE, PLAN, 
ACT, COMPASS, ASVAB and 
KOSSHA tests. “The bar has 
been raised. The standards are 
higher, but our students and 
faculty are rising to the challenge. 
There will be a learning curve 
as everyone adjusts to the new 
system, but it does give us a 
more comprehensive view of 
how well our schools are doing 
in all areas,” stated Owen. 

In the new K-Prep achievement 
tests, Hickman County middle 
school students scored higher 


than the state average in every 
test they took. The scores are as 
follows i.e. district score (state 
score): reading 63.1 (59.0); 
math 63.9 (59.7); science 86.5 
(79.0); social studies 83.1 
(78.2); writing 64.2 (63.6); and 
language mechanics 57.4 (52.1). 
High school students scored 
higher in writing 87.8 (64.3) 
and language mechanics 100 

(67.4) and also did well on the 
new End of Course tests scoring 
higher percentages of Proficient 
and Distinguished than the state 
average in English II 55.6 (52.2) 
and Algebra II 58.6 (40.0) but 
scoring under in History 36.8 

(39.5) and Biology 11.3 (30.3). 

Elementary schools receive 

scores from three of the five 
primary areas and so more 
weight is placed on achievement, 
gap and growth scores. Hickman 
County Elementary students 
scored slightly behind the state 
averages placing them in the 
Needs Improvement category. 
“The scores show that there 
is a need to focus on reading, 
writing, and math and we are 
doing that this year with a 
new math readiness program, 
reading and math intervention 
teachers, a reading and math 
coach and the development 
of a revised writing plan that 
correlates to the new program 
review writing standards,” 
shared elementary principal, 
Jan Johnson. “We expect to see 
the scores go up this year as our 
teachers and students adjust to 
the new testing system.” Scores 
for the elementary as compared 
to the state average are: reading 

50.3 (60.9); math 44.4 (59.6); 

science 83.4 (92.4); social 

studies 82.1 (77.0); writing 47.7 

(56.5) ; and language mechanics 

58.4 (64.5). 

Hickman County’s emphasis 
on preparing students for the 
ACT college placement exam 
was evident in the students’ 
overall composite of 19.8 as 
compared to the state average 
of 19.0. The 8th graders who 
took the EXPLORE scored an 
average of 15.5 as compared to 
the state average of 15.2 with 
over 72.9% of the 8th graders 
meeting the benchmark for 
English. The 10th graders who 
took the PLAN had higher 
percentages than the state 
average in every benchmark 
with 90.8 percent of the students 
meeting the benchmark for 
English and having an overall 
composite of 18.2 as compared 
to the state average of 17.0.

Volunteer corn is a viable 
alternative for cattle 


The funds are approved to pay for a repeater, 
radios, base stations, antennas, brackets, and 
related equipment. 

Judge Pruitt gave an update of the move 
that is slowly but surely taking place. He 
announce that the lease had been signed with 
the Hickman County School Board and the 
UK Extension Board regarding the fiscal 
court’s several remaining years on the lease 
of the rec. building behind the high school. 
He also said that a lease has been signed with 
Utilities Inc. for the fiscal court to rent the 
eastern portion of their building on the court 
square. The lease is for 90 days with 30-day 
extensions, meaning that after the initial 90 
days, the fiscal court can move out with 30 
days’ notice. He said that current plans are 
to physically move his office across the 
street on the Tuesday and Wednesday before 
Thanksgiving. The magistrates passed a 
motion authorizing Judge Pruitt and Hickman 
County Clerk Jimbo Berry to oversee minor 
expenses involved with moving Judge Pruitt 
into the Utilities Inc. Building, and Berry 
into Judge Pruitt’s current suite offices. Pruitt 
announced that the KU Extension Office is 
scheduled to be out of their building in late 
January or early February 2013. At that point, 
the building will be turned over to the fiscal 
court and the renovation process will begin. 

The December meeting of the Hickman 
County Fiscal Court is scheduled for Monday, 
Dec. 10 at 6 p.m. The location of the meeting 
has not yet been established.

The drought of 2012 has 
negatively affected western 
Kentucky agriculture in 
many ways. One of the more 
prominent effects is the 
shortage of hay and pasture 
facing livestock producers. 
The spring hay crop yielded 
only about one-third of 
normal and pastures became 
very scarce as summer 
progressed. Several folks 
have asked about grazing 
harvested corn fields and 
volunteer com that’s present 
in many fields. There are 
some risks associated with 
this practice, but it is a viable 
alternative. 

One concern is nitrate 
toxicity. Under drought 
conditions, nitrate s 

accumulate in the lower 
portions of com stalks. 
Several samples of dry stalk 
material have been brought 
into the extension office for 
testing, however none of 
them have had nitrate levels 
that were toxic. Most have 
even been below a level of 
concern. As for the volunteer 
corn, moisture conditions 
have been good since early 
September so that shouldn’t 
be a problem either. 

Another issue is prussic 
acid poisoning. When frost 
occurs plants in the sorghum 
family like johnsongrass 
and sorghum- sudangras s 

hybrids can develop prussic 
acid which, when consumed 
by cattle, can kill them. 
Volunteer corn is not affected 
by frost so it can still be 
grazed. However, in com 
fields, johnsongrass is often 
found around field edges, 


utility poles or even out in 
the middle of the field. It only 
takes a small amount and a 
frost event for a cattleman 
to have a dead animal. Make 
sure this weed isn’t present 
in fields before allowing 
animals to graze. 

Another potential pitfall 
is turning hungry cattle into 
a corn field with waste grain 
and a lot of volunteer plants. 
A lush, green field full of 
volunteer corn will allow 
animals to gorge themselves 
with a lot of forage in a 
short amount of time. Also, 
there can be areas in corn 
fields where stalks have 
been knocked down by the 
harvester that still have ears 
on them or spilled grain 
from unloading. Either of 
these situations can lead to 
founder, or acidosis, which 
can be fatal. Strip grazing 
should reduce the potential 


for this disorder whether 
grain or forage induced. 

One of the biggest obstacles 
to grazing com stubble or 
volunteer corn is the lack of 
fencing in western Kentucky. 
Temporary electric fencing 
can be a viable alternative 
if cattle have the proper 
temperament. This system 
also lends itself very well 
to strip grazing. However, 
producers must decide if their 
herd and fields are conducive 
for grazing com stubble and 
the volunteer plants within 
them.

Other winners in the pa¬ 
rade were Bailey and Grace 
Nichols (toddlers), Alisha 
Boaz (groups), and Hillary 
Bodkin (most original). 




Jones estimated that the service needs 
$25,000-30,000 each month to operate, a 
figure very close, according to the mayor, to 
the $40,000 that the city has budgeted for its 
services. 

Poole encouraged the board to reach out 
to other county ambulance services for help 
in developing a budget. “We all want a long¬ 
term solution to the ambulance problem,” 
Poole said, “and at times, the city doesn’t 
have the cash flow to help you.” 

A question was raised about whether or 
not the board had approached the city of 
Columbus for support. Jones’s response was , 
“Columbus seems to be under water itself, so 
no, we haven’t approached them.” 

Council member Phyllis Campbell asked 
what fundraising the board had pursued to 
raise money. “I know the community would 
step forward if they understand the shape the 
service is in. I’ve never seen this community,” 
she said, “let anybody down when they’ve 
known there’s a need, never.” 

“We have to find some way to stabilize this 
situation,” council member Ivan Potter said, 
“because it’s not going to fix itself. You need 
to look at your priorities in the next 10 years, 
for equipment and staffing. 

“There needs to be four tables (for discussion 
about funding), city, county, ambulance, and 
public,” Potter continued, “to let us sit down 
and finish this and see if people will vote in 
a tax.” 

“The city of Clinton does not have enough 
revenue to fund the ambulance service,” 
Kimbro stated, adding that he is willing to 
meet with the county fiscal court to talk about 
long-term funding to sustain the service, 
whether or not Arbor Place reaches capacity. 
Kimbro asked council members to join him 
at the next fiscal court meeting to talk about 
ambulance service funding. 

Campbell made a motion to contribute an 
additional $1,300 to the service with council 
member Howard Dillard casting the only 
dissenting vote on the motion. Campbell 
added, “You guys get out and knock on doors, 
let the community know the situation.” 

The next ambulance board meeting is 
December 11 at 10 a.m. 

Earlier in the meeting, Jessica Moore from 
the state Division of Water (DOW) made a 
presentation updating the city’s five-year 
wellhead protection plan. Such presentation 
at a public meeting is required by the state for 
review; this plan goes back to the DOW, then 
will be returned to the council in its oversight 
of the city’s water system’s safety. 

“This plan helps us make conversation 
about groundwater protection in general,” 
Moore said. “It encourages us to look at the 
well and the area that protects the well and 
talk about what we can do to protect the water 
for years to come. 

“Once groundwater is contaminated, it 


is very costly or impossible to clean up . . . 
which makes this protection plan very cost 
effective,” she said. Moore said the 1,300- 
foot sand and gravel aquifer supplying the 
city’s well provides water that needs little 
treatment, “there’s not much to take out or 
add to, with plenty of water to supply your 
needs . . . and not affected by drought.” 

Moore encouraged public education about 
protecting ground water from fertilizer, 
manure piles, and other contaminants and 
alerted everyone to water protection area 
highway signs, particularly along Highways 
51 and 58, that include the telephone number, 
800-928-2380, for reporting spills of 
hazardous materials. 

Regional manager for the city’s water 
system James Leonard said designated zones 
for protection of the city water system were 
established in 2000 by Bob Yates. He said 
the plan also includes contingencies for 
alternative supply sources should there be 
contamination of the city well. 

In other business, the council: 

• Read a letter from a Dunlora Lane 
property owner requesting that street be 
designated as one-way; Poole was asked to 
talk with other residents on that street about 
their agreement to that action and report at 
the December meeting; 

• Passed a motion to allow Poole to 
negotiate for the city with the gas service to 
purchase a 2008 truck, purchase price not to 
exceed $6,486; this truck has been replaced 
by the gas company and would be used by 
Poole when on city business and also be 
available for other city workers’ use; 

• Accepted a bid from Murray Paving 
for $35,945 for work to be done around 
town; this bid was the only one received 
when the project was re-advertised after two 
bids received in October were for the same 
amount; 

• PassedResolution 11-02-12,adopting 
the Purchase Area Hazardous Mitigation Plan; 
Potter voted against this resolution, having 
not had any opportunity to read the material 
beforehand; Poole and Kimbro assured him 
they would make the materials available to 
him for review; 

• Reviewed the city administrator’s 
report that included information about 
pricing a new motor for a police car at a 
cost of $1,800-2,000 rather than purchasing 
a newer car for $5,000; about the sidewalk 
repair project for which documentation will 
be resubmitted on Tuesday since earlier 
materials had been misplaced in Frankfort; 
about the streetlight project for which Poole 
said groundwork had been done and Kimbro 
said permits from state and federal highway 
agencies, since the lights will be on those 
right-of-ways, are awaited so that electrical 
work can begin. 


Closure to allow work to start 
on new RR overpass 

PADUCAH, Ky. (Nov. 5, 2012) - A 
contractor for the Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet plans to close KY 1037 in Hic kman 
County at the edge of Clinton starting 
on Monday, November 12, 2012. 

The closure of KY 1037 at mile 
point 0.481 is to allow the replacement 
of a wooden bridge over the Canadian 
National Railroad line. Also known 
locally as Gore Road and Crap Shoot 
Road, KY 1037 provides a cut-through 
between KY 780 and KY 123 south of 
Clinton. 

The existing wooden railroad overpass 
was closed for several days earlier this year 
when it was damaged by a June 18th fire that 
was attributed to arson. 

The wooden overpass had been restricted 
to one lane with a lowered weight limit since 


December 2010 when a routine inspection by 
the Kentucky Transportation Cabinet found 
deterioration of the bridge support structure. 

Railings and curbs to restrict the aging 
timber bridge to one lane had been added 
by the railroad to limit traffic crossing the 
tructure to one vehicle at a time. 
Through a cooperative effort between 
KYTC, Canadian National Railroad, 
and local officials, the bridge was 
scheduled for replacement with a 
modem concrete structure. 

Harold Coffey Construction of 
Hickman, KY, is the prime contractor 
on the $1,439,825 bridge replacement 
project. With work starting next 
Monday, the new bridge is expected to 
be ready for traffic in August of 2013. 

Approximately 800 vehicles travel 
KY 1037/Crap Shoot Road/Gore Road in 
Hickman County in an average day. 
is complete.
